SALOON FIGHT NOW 
IN CARTER’S HANDS 


Sunday Closing Ballot Is 
Likely Not to Be Taken 
at the City Election 
in April. 


WARRING FACTIONS MEET 


Legal Tangle May Be Unraveled 
by Supreme Judge on Mon- 
day; Time Left Is 
Short. 


The warring lawyers tn the suft to place the 
Sunday closing question on the ballot came to 
a roertial agreement last evening. It was 
reached after conferences conducted by each 
faction and then a final one between both 
sie with Justice Carter of the Supreme 
court. 

low much it is going to clear up the exist- 
ing legal tangle can be better told Monday, 
but it is thought the question will not be 
found on the ballots election day. Now 
the entire dispute has been passed up 
to Justice Carter. His holding should settle 
it. The program is: 

The appeal of the election commissioners 
from the order of Judge Charies M. Walker 
telling them to print the question on the bal- 
lots for the election of April 7 will be per- 
tected in the office of the clerk of the = 
court todax. 

Then Attorneys Walter L. ya and 
Frank Ayres, representing the commission- 
ers, will go before Justice Carter to ask an 
order of supersedeas staying Judge Walker's 
order of mandamus until such time as the 
Supreme court ean pass on the question. 


May Reach Question Monday. 

It ia not believed that they can get before 
Judge Carter until Monday. It may be 
later. Then it will be for the justice to de- 
cide whether an appeal in a mandamus case 
carries with it a supersedeas in an instance 
Mike the present where a stay defeats tne 
operation of the mandamus writ. 

The hearing before Justice Carter will not 


be ex parte. Both sides will be represented, 


and it practically will be a contested motion. 
It is granted on all sides there ie no time in 
which to go further in the matter, so that 
his holding as to whether or not a superse- 
deas shall issue or not will decide the dispute 
for all practical purposes. 

If he issues a supersedeas on the motion, or 
decides it is unnecessary to take any action 
on the ground the appeal has already acted 
as a mipersedeas, then the commissioners 
will leave the Sunday closing question of 
the ballot. If he refuses a supersedeas on 
a holding that one cannot properly issue in a 
case of this character, then the commission- 
ere will put it on. 


Vote on Issue Improbable. 

Last evening the best opinion was that the 
citizens will get no chance to vote a week 
from Tuesday on the question, Shall the 
saloons of Chicago be open on Sunday? The 
election commissioners are determined to 
keep it off the ballot if possible, and if the 
Uni Societies were able by extraordinary 
legal proceedings to force them to put it on 
the matter could not Well be finally settled 
much before next Saturday and then it would 
be too late for their purposes. 

A large number of the voters on whom they 
rely could not be reached in time to make a 
winning campaign. Many of them do not read 
English papers and a campaign of instruc 
tion would be necessary. This could not be 
carried on in two days and unless the mat- 
ter can be finally settled Monday or Tues- 
day it will hardly be worth the while for the 
United Societies to keep up thefight. If they 
got the question on the ballot they could not 
expect the large majority they have been 
counting on. They might even be beaten. 

Walker Holds Mandamus Issued. 

In the meantime Judge Walker has held 
that his order for a writ of mandamus is now 
issued and properly served on the election 
commissioners. This is not seriously con- 
tested by the attorneys for the commission- 
ers, except they set up the claim that their 
appeal from it acted automatically as a stay 
order. The point is not importam, however, 
as before it comes time for the commissioners 
to either obey or disobey the order Justice 
Carter will have decided whether the weet is 
now operative. 

The chance now for further trouble is that 
Justice Carter may refuse to pass on the 
order for a supersedeas either on the ground 
it ig unnecessary or for some other purely 
technical reason. In this case the commis- 
sioners, under the advice of their counsel, 
would leave the question off the balict. Then 
the regular machinery for enforcing man- 
damus write by contempt proceedings would 
be started and the entire matter have to be 
thrashed out in the Supreme court. 

But Justice Carter is expected to go to the 
merits of the case and either refuse or grant 
the supersedeas after a full hearing. How 
long this hearing is going to take has net 
been settled. It may be two days. 


Pave Way for Agreement. 

The agreement was reached at a long 
conference in Justice Carter's rooms in the 
county building, at which were present De 
sides the justice, Attorneys Levy Mayer and 
Harry Rubens for the United Societies, and 
Walter L. Fisher and Frank Ayres for the 
election commissions. It came about as the 
result of a meeting between Mr. Mayer and 
Mr. Fisher earlier in the day. Inasmuch as 
there is no dispute about the facts, the en- 


tire controversy has come down to one over 


purely legal propositions. 

County Judge Rinaker, who was expected 
to be on hand to take part In the proceedings, 
was called to Carlinville in the morning by 
the illness of his mother. He is expected back 
next week, however. 


WOMAN’S BODY OY FOUND IN LAKE.

A man, whose namethe 
police did not learn, said he believed, bus 
was not positive, it was the body of Miss 
Tekla Hedberg, 818 Orleans street, who, 
while slightly demented, disappeared trom 
her home two weeks ago.

Chilapa, Mex., Reported in Ruins 
13,000 People Flee in Terror. 


DEATH LIST MAY BE HEAVY. 


Wide Area Involved in Disturbance; 
American Woman Victim. 


{ 

Mexico City, March 27.—[Special.)—Mea- 
ger reports from Chilapa indicate severe de- 
struction of property and heavy loss of lite 
in the earthquake which shook the eastern 
portion of the state of Guerrero early last 
night. 

Chllapa itself is rdported in ruins, fires by 
the dosen springing up all over the city 
before the earth tremors Without 
means to fight the flames, and too terrified 
for rational action, the Inhabitants of the 
city sought refuge in flight. 

Telegraph communication with the devas- 
tated city was cut off by the earthquake 
and stories of the catastrophe have come in 
from various towns in Guerrero, to which 
refuges fied from Chilapa. 


Couriers Dispatched to Scene. 

Couriers have been sent out from Chil- 
pancingo, thirty miles from Chilepa, and it 
is believed that messengers from Chilapa are 
on thelr way to Chilpancingo with appeals 
for aid. 

The greatest uneasiness prevails In Cath- 
olic circles here over the safety of the 
bishop of Guerrero, who made his headquar- 
ters at Chilapa. The church there is one of 
the oldest in the republic and it is feared the 
buildings of the monastery,which were badly 
dameged by the earthquake of April, 1907, 
have been rased in the present disaster. 

The government has ordered troops to 
Chilepa; with them will be sent tents and 
provisions for the homeless and a complete 
hospital outfit. 


Other Towns Destroyed. 

Costepec, Conoepcion, and Tetilla, three 
towns with an aggregate population of 2.500 
persons in the state of Guerrero, were wipod 
off the map during the night. No report has 
been made of the number of dead, but many 
were injured 

The villages of San Joss, San Lorenzo de 
Morena, Querenos, and Oxatical, all in the 
immediate neighborhood of Chilapa, have 
suffered heavily. 

In the town of San José the adobe church 
tumbled down when fifty worshipers were 
inside at prayer. Several were killed and 
many injured. 


Fright Nille Woman. 

The shock was felt in Vera Crus, where 
Mrs. Emma Jeannette Dorville, an Amer- 
ican, lost her life in a panic in the Tiburcio 
theater. When the quake was felt the audi- 
ence rushed for the exits and many were 
severely bruised, ‘but none seriously injured. 
Mrs. Dorville dropped dead from fright. 

The shocks which wrecked Chilapa were 
felt here and caused considerable excitement 
among the dinner and theater crowds. The 
first tremor occurred at 6:00 p. m. and the 
second at 10:84 p. m. 

Thousands in the downtown dtatriot rushed 
into the streets, but no ons Was hurt, and 
beyond the cracking of a number of walls no 
property damage resulted,

THOMAS, D. W. I, March 27.—A sharp 
earth shock occurred here Thursday after- 
noon and created much alarm. No damage, 
however, is reported. 


WASHINGTON RECORDS QUAKES. 

Washington, D. C., March 27.—[Special. }— 
The earthquakes which are reported to have 
destroyed the city of Chilapa, Mexico, last 
night, were recorded at the weather bureau. 
Four excellent records of each shock were 
obtained, in which all the details of these 
phenomena are shown with great distinct- 
ness. The first shock was much greater 
than the second, and began with great dis- 
tinetness at 6:00:22 p.m. The second shock 
began at 10:45:22 p. m. 

The duration of the first preliminary tre- 
mors in the first shock was exactly the same 
in all four records, and amounted to five 
minutes and three seconds. The first pre- 
liminary tremor in the second shock lasted 
only four minutes and fifty-four seconds. 

The distance; in the first case, would be a 
little over 2,400 miles, and in the second case 
slightly less than 2,400 miles. 

The shocks were also recorded by the 
seismograph instruments at Cheltenham, 
Md., and Albany, N. I.

‘MILK DEALERS “STAND PAT” 


They Refuse Further Concessions 
of Wages to the Drivers. 


UP TO LATTER TO STRIKE. 


Must Get Authority of Joint Council 
and National Board. 


The IIIinois Milk Dealers’ association met 
yesterday and decided to stand pat on the 
oompromise offer of $1 and $2 a week increase 
in wages made to the members of the milk 
drivers union, This attitude of the dealers 
puts the question of a strike squarely up to 

The meeting of the dealers was held at 
8120 Forest avenue. A report of the nego- 
tiation committee was presented by John H. 
Marsh, chairmen of the committee and pres- 
ident of the association. Considerable criti- 
cism was aimed at the members of the com- 
mittee for offering as much as they did. After 
some discussion it was decided to abide by 
the offer of the committee, but to make no 
further compromise. 


Says Offer Is Utmost Limit. 


“We have offered the drivers all we 
could,” said J. R. Bowman, president of the 
Bowman Dairy company. I understand the 
men ask for an increase In the base rate of 
pay. We had hard work to figure out how 
to offer them what we did. 

“ Our offer guarantees them $17 a week and 
a commission of 1 cent a pound on butter they 
sell. This would maxe them the best paid 
teamsters in Chicago.” | 

The drivers are equally insistent on their 
demand of $5 a week increase over their pres- 
ent scale of $15 for firat year and $16 for sec- 
ond year drivers. They maintain the offer 
of the dealers is a gold brick and that few 
of the 1,600 drivers within the union would 
actually receive an increase. 


Will Ask Authority to Strike. 

A request for an indorsement of the strike 
voted on Thursday night will be asked from 
the teamsters’ joint council at a meeting 
next Tuesday evening, the day on which the 
present contract expires. Final strike action 
Wik be taken by the drivers at 4 special 
meeting of the union at Brand’s hall next 
Thursday night. 

Before an actual walkout oan occur legally 
the drivers must obtein the sanction of the 
executive board of the International Brother- 
hood of Teamsters, of which the milk wagon 
drivers union is a local. The headquarters 
of the international executive board is at 
Indianapolis.

BANK ROBBED OF $1,106,000 


New Warrants Issued in Pitts- 
burg Defalcation Case. 


THEFTS COVER TEN YEARS. 


Business Men May Be Connected with 
the Frauds. 


Pittsburg, Pa., March 27.—[Special.]—Ru- 
mors that Henry Reiber ,paying teller, and 
John Young, auditor of the Farmers’ Depos't 
National bank, had defrauded the bank of 
$1,000,000 were more than confirmed this 
afternoon when W. L. Folds, bank examiner, 
appeared before Commissioner Lindsay and 
swore out two additional warrants chargirg 
them with the embezzlement of $1,105,000. 
Harry Silverman, Pittsburg representative 
of Miller & Co., New York stock exchange 
brokers, was also named in the conspiracy 
charge, but secured his release under $15,000 
bail. 


Have Been Stealing Ten Years. 

It is admitted that the peculations have 
been going on for ten years, but the charges 
of embezzling $1,105,000 cover only three 
years, owing to the statute of. limitations. 
Just how much the two men got away with 
probably will never be known by any one. 
Their bail was increased to $250,000 each. 
Immediately after the informations were 
made the directors of the bank met and 
passed resolutions taking the amount stolen 
from the institutions surplus. The action 
divides the surplus almost in half. Still the 
bank is solid and there is not the slightest 
trace of excitement among the depositors. 
Examiner Folds issued a statement declar- 
ing the full amount of the stolen money has 
been ascertained and the credit of the bank 
is not affected in any manner. Every cent of 
the stolen money was iost in an attempt to 
corner the stock of the Pittsburg Lead and 
Zinc company.

Hog prices continued their sensational ad- 
vance and there was every indication at 
night that the $6 level would be reached 
today. 

Housewives who have grown partial to 
chicken since the advance in beef and pork 
found themselves forestalled, chickens sell- 
ing on South Water street, wholesale, at 14 
cents a pound. This price represented an 
upturn of % cent for the day and is the 
highest price they have brought in several 
months. 

Light supplies of poultry was given as 
the reason for the advance.

Restaurants Also Serve

Analyses of hundreds of samples 


rants for the arrest ot restaurant keepers 
and hotel proprietors where the substitute 
tor butter has been sold for the pure article 
will be demanded by Food Commiasioner A. 
H. Jones and Stato Dairy 8 H. 
E. Schuknecht. 

The crusade against restaurants which 
serve their patrons “ oleo” was planned by 
the food commission several days ago. Dr. 
Bryan and his six assistants have been at 
work on the analyses. 

The crusade is not confined to Chicago 
alone, ae samples have been collected from 
many of the towns in other parts of the 
state. It is said the investigation will show 
60 per tent of the samples taken by the in- 
spectors to be oleomargarine or renovated 
butter.” 

J. L. McLaughlin and O. F. Fox have vie- 
ited every restaurant and hotel in Chicago. 
The two men would enter a café and when 


_gerved by the waiter would say: 


We want pure butter.“ 
The butter then would be taken to the 
chemist for analysis. 


Promises Wholesale Prosecutions. 


“We will start wholesale prosecutions in 
the Municipal court as soon as Dr. Bryan 
makes his report.“ said Commissioner Jones 
yesterday. Since ‘the conviction of the 
Cordoganes hrothers, proprietors of a res- 
taurant in Elgin, on this same charge, we 
have determined to carry the crusade through 
the entire state. 

Restaurant men claim the law does not 
cover the serving of butterine in hotels and 
cafés. When we get through with our prose- 
cutions we will know if the law regarding the 
sale of oleo can be evaded in this manner. 
If it can, we will ask a more drastic measure 
of the legislature. 

“We can only, secure a conviction when 
patrons specifically ask for pure butter. 
For that reason our inspectors always have 
made that demand before collecting samples.

C. Langsdorf, who has been stud the 
treatment of morphine caées for Seyeral 
years, today started a demonstration in 
Bellevue hospital of what he claims to be a 
cure for the habit. 

Dr. Langsdorf this morning was provided 
with three cases of an apparently hopeless 
type of morphine fiends. Dr. Hastings, vis- 
iting physician, and Dr. Kearns, house ph 
clan, were present when they were treated 
The three patients, all white men, are under 
30 ¥ of age. One, who was about to be 
relea from the ward after the customary 
treatment, was found to have been eating 
“yenheesh all during his treatment to 


keep up an appearance of strength and buoy- 


ance. 
Scrapings from Opium Pipes. 

“ Tenheesh, which is the scrapings of 
bowls of opium pipes, was found on the 
man's person in a tobacco bag. It is used 
only by the don and out fiend who has 
reached the stage where he no longer can 
buy morphine and a needle. 

Dr. Langsdorf, explaining that he desired 
the patients to have their full accustomed 
measure of the drug so there could be ro 
condition of collapse from the lack of it while 
his potion was at werk, gave to each patient 
seven grains of morphine; The men then 
took a dose of the cure provided by Dr. 
Langsdorf and were put under watch for the 
night. Tomorrow morning they will get their 
usual portion of morphine, just as if they 
were not under treatment for a cure of the 
habit. : 

Will Make -Formula Public. 

“Tt will require seventy-two hours to ef- 
fect a cure,” said Dr. Langsdorf. “ At the 
end of that time the three men under treat- 
ment will find themselves in the same physi- 
cal conditions they were in before they took 
the first dose of morphine. The formula I 
have prescribed for them awakens and gives 
back life to the secretive and excretive pow- 
ers that have been partially paralyzed by 
the use of the drug. While this is the first 


| public demonstration, it is not the first ex- 


periment. I have cured many friends and 
only one of many has fallen by the wayside 
after having been cured. 

“I have nothing to gain personally by 
the development of this cure. I am giving 
it freely to humanity, and before I left Belle- 
vue today I gave the prescription to the 
physicians who witnessed the demonstration 
and the beginning of the treatment. At the 
end of seventy-two hours I will give it to 
the press and any victim of the drug may 
use it and cure himself. g 


Habit Among Physicians. 


“There is a great number of morphine 
fiends who at present are hopelessly in the 
grasp of the vice. Twenty per cent of my 
own profession use the drug. They do it be- 
cause of their long hours and because of their 
familiarity with the use of morphine and 
its temporary effects. They do not believe 
they will become victims of morphine and 
take a little of it to induce sleep. Finally 
they fall into the use of it as do the dopers.’’ 

Dr. Langsdorf, when asked if the appetite 
for the drug is entirely destroyed after the 
use of his cure,“ said he merely put the vie- 
tim back on his feet.

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SENATE PASSES — 
-  ALDRICH’S BILL. 


“Five Republicans Oppose and 
Three Democrats Favor 
Currency Measure. 


* SEVERAL CHANGES MADE. 


Supporters Expect President’s 
Aid in Pushing the Bill 
Through the House. 


Washington, D. C., March 27.—The Aldrich 
currency bill was passed by the senate today 
by a vote of 420 16, in the main a party vote. 
Before taking the vote on the bill a vote was 
taken on the Balley substitute authorizing 
the government. instead of the national 
banks, to issue the emergency circulation for 
which the bill provides. The vote on the sub- 
stitute stood 42 to 13. and this vote was en- 
tirely partisan, even Senator La Follette cast- 
ing his vote with the republicans. 

The bill has been before the senate since 
Jan.2. The vote was not reached until after 
6 p. m., and the galleries were practically 
empty. 

An interesting feature of the passage of the 
bill was a reiteration by Mr. Aldrich of his 
promise to bring in a bill for an investigation 
of the entire banking syetem of the country 
with a view to instituting reforms. 


$500,000,000 Emergency Currency. 

As passed the bill provides for not more 
than $500,000,000 of emergency currency to 
be issued to national banks upon the deposit 
by them of state, county, and municipal 
bonds, to be approved by the secretary of the 
treasury. The currency is to be issued with 
a view to obtaining an equitable distribution 
of the currency over the United States, and 
in accordance with the unimpaired capital 
and surplus of banksin each state. Banks 
are to pay for this emergency circulation 
one-half of 1 per cent a month during the 
first four months it is circulated and after- 
wards three-fourths of 1 per cent awnonth. 

The bill provides that national banks shall 
pay not less than 1 per cent on government 
funds deposited with them. 

As amended today the bill carries an impor- 
tant change in banking laws relating to bank 
reserves. This amendment provides that of 
the 15 per cent reserve required to be kept 
by banks not in reserve cities four-fifths of 
this is to be kept in the vaults of the banks 
and of that amount one-third can be in the 
form of securities of the kind required. 


La Follette Amendments Adopted. 

At the instance of Senator La Follette an 
amendment was adopted prohibiting any na- 
tional bank from investing its funds in stocks 
or other securities of a corporation the off.- 
cere or directors of which are officers or 
directors of the bank, and providing a pen- 
alty of imprisonment of from one to five 
pears. 

An amendment by Mr. La Follette to pun- 
lsh by from one to five years’ imprisonment 
any falsification in bank securities was 
adopted, but was protested against by Sen- 
aicr Knox as already provided for by existing 
law.

Important Changes in Bill. 

Following is the text of the important 
amendments adopted today: 

By Senator Johnston of Alabama—That 
after Jan. 1, 1909, national banking associa- 
tions located outside of reserve or central 
Yeserve cities which are now required by 
law to keep a reserve equal to 15 per cent 
of their deposit liabilities shall hereafter 

‘hold in their own vaults four-fifths of such 
reserves, either in lawful money, as now re- 
quired by law, or in the securities enumer- 
ated in section 2 of this act, which shall have 
been approved by the secretary of the treas- 
ury; provided, however, that not more than 
one-third of the reserves required to be 
kept in the vaults of such associations shall 
be held in such securities. 

By Senator Allison—Provided that the de- 
posits under this section of retire notes se- 
cured by the deposit of bonds other tha 
bonds of the United States shall not be cov- 
ered into the treasury as required by section 
6 of an act entitled An act directing the 
purchase of silver bullion, etc.,’’ approved 
July 14, 1890, but shall be retained in the 
treasury for the purpose of redeeming the 
motes of the bank making such deposit. 


La Follette Amendments. 

By Senator La Follette—No national bark- 
ing association shall invest any part of its 
funds or deposits in the stocks or other se- 
curities of any corporation or association 
any of the officers or directors of which are 
officers or directors of such banking associa- 
tion. Any officer or director of any national 
banking association who knowingly violates 
or consents to the violation of the foregoing 
provision shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor and shall upon conviction thereof in 
any Circuit or District court of the United 
States be imprisoned not less than one year 
and not more than five years. 

By Senator La Follette—It shall be tix 
Guty of the controller of the currency. to 
cause such reports of notes in circulation to 
be verified by examination of the bank's 
records and any officer of any banking aeso- 
ciation falsely reporting the amount of its 
notes in circulation shall upon conviction 
thereof in any Circuit or District court of 
‘the United States be punished by a fine of 
not less than $1,000 nor more than $5,000, or 
by imprisonment for not less than one year 
and not more than five years, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment.

3 How Brake Is Applied. 

There would be no surrender of the pro- 
tective tariff principle if this repeal bill were 
passed by the combined action of the demo- 
crats and a certain number of republicans. 

It would be the easiest thing in the world 
to get enough republicans to join with the 
democrats to repeal this burdensome duty if 
the machinery of the house did not stand in 
the way. 

In the first place it is necessary to get a 
report from the ways and means committee, 
Practically all the republican members of 
that committee are opposed to action, so that 
the matter cannot be brought before the 
house in the regular way. 

With an overwhelming majority in favor 
of the repeal, the legislative brake has been 
so successfully applied by Speaker Cannon, 
the two republican members of the rules 
committee, and the republican members of 
the ways and means committee that nothing 
can be done in apite of the extraordinary 
partnership which now exists for this pur- 
pose between President Roosevelt and the 
solid democratic vote of the house. 


Duty Gives Few Monopoly. 

Under the present tariff law mechanically 
ground wood pulp has to pay a duty of one- 
twelfth of 1 cent per pound. The unbleached 
pulp paye twice as much, and the duty on 
bleached pulp is a quarter of a cent a pound 
dry. 

This seems a mall matter to people who 
are not acquainted with the processes of 
manufacture,“ but the fact of the matter is 
the duty is prohibitory, and it concentrates 
the paper business in the hands of those who 
own wood suitable for the manufacture of 
paper. 

The present tarfff bill also provides that 
what fs known as print paper, suitable for 
books and newspapers, when valued at not 
above 2 cents per pound, shall pay a duty 
of three-tenths of 1 cent per pound. The 
duty ranges upward until paper which is 
valued at above 5 cents per pound must pay 
a customs tax of 15 per cent ad valorem. 

Members of congress and others are grad- 
vally waking up to the fact that the repeal 
of these duties will put an end to the vicious 
tax upon knowledge and education. 


Education Taxed by Greed. 

The duty on print paper means an addition 
to the actual cost of the raw material of 
every newspaper, magazine, and book 
printed and published in the United States. 

It increases the cost to the reader and 
cuts down the royalty to the author. It has 
already caused an advance in the price of 
many popular magazines, and it has prac- 
tically wiped out the profits of hundreds of 
newspapers. 

Not à bible is printed, not a school book 


is issued to a scholar which does not con- 


tribute to this famtastic imposition upon the 
sum of human knowledge. 

It wae these considerations which induced 
the president to single out the tariff on print 
paper and wood pulp as the one thing which 
should be abolished at once without waiting 
for the general revision, which both parties 
are now pledged to undertake next year. 

The humble republican members of con- 
gress are becoming restive under the dic- 
tatorial action wy the committee on rules 
and the committee on ways and means. 


Record Favors Democrats. 

They see that the democrats will go into 
the next campaign with a tremendous ad- 
vantage. The record is all in their favor. 
They have made public an offer to the presi- 
dent that if he will secure the necessaty 
republican votes in the house they will do 
the rest. 

It is well understood that if the wood pulp 
and paper bill gets through the house in this 
way a similar offer will be made by the 
democratic managers in the senate. They 
will vote for the bill as ft stands if enough 
republicans will join with them to make a 
majority. 


WOOD PULP TARIFF ATTACKED. 


Ben Franklin Club Urges Removal of 
Duty from Material Out of Which 
Paper Is Made. 


The committee on legislation of the Ben 
Franklin club of Chicago has sent the fol- 
lowing letter to the United States senators 
and congressmen representing the state of 
Illinois: 

Gentlemen: The Ben Franklin club, composed 
of and representing the printing firms of Chicago, 
has instructed its legislative committee to convey 
to you the unanimous opinion and wishes of the 
club regarding the tariff on wood pulp and paper. 

It is the earnest belief of the members of this 
organization that the best interests of the country 
and your constituents will be served by the repeal 
of the tariff on wood pulp and paper. Our commit- 
teo is instructed to request you to give this matter 
more than passing consideration. 

The Ben Franklin club particularly indorses that 
paragraph in President Roosevelt's special message 
to congress of March 25 bearing on this subject.

COPYRIGHT BILLS UNDER FIRE. 


Complainant Before House mmit- 
tees Says American Book ers 
Are Facing Discrimination. 


Washington, D. C., March 27.—Arguments 
were continued today before the two patent 
committees of congress regarding the bills 
to amend and consolidate the acts respecting 
copyright. The burden of the complaints 
were that the bills do not afford the relief 
sought. 

William Jenner of New York, who appeared 
in his own behalf as a reader and lover of 
books, claimed the proposed measures do 
not allow a student to import books with the 
privileges enjoyed by a traveler from Eu- 
rope or a library or college; that he must 
obtain permission from the American owner 
of the copyright to import a book, which, 
the speaker said, he shoyld be at liberty to 
buy direct from the publisher abroad. 

Mr. Jenner also argued for a longer or a 
uniform term of copyright.

Bad Faith of Venezuela To- 


ward Bermudez Company 
Intimated by Calhoun. 


BIG TASK FOR CONGRESS, 


Charges Made by Both Sides Will 
Be Pressed Hard at Com- 
mittee Hearing. 


The engineering of revolutions and counter 


revolutions to suit the purpose of warring : 


asphalt interests in Venezuela probably will 
be the subject of equally revolutionary com- 
ment in congress within a few days when the 
report of Attorney W. J. Calhoun of Chicago 
is taken up for final action. 

Mr. Calhoun has added some inside details 
to the story of the Veneguelan asphalt war 
as told in Tun TRIBUNE yesterday morning. 
While Mr. Calhoun, who was the president's 
investigator in the South American republic, 
refused to vouchsafe any opinion as to the 
probable outcome of the controversy involv- 
ing hundreds of millions of dollars, he indi- 
cated by his remarks that the Bermudez com- 
pany, which had original grants from Presi- 
dent Castro, had the worst of a bad bargain. 

He also dispelled any idea that the charges 
made by Minister Bowen against Assistant 
Secretary of State Loomis would be aired 
during the eoming congressional hearing of 
the case. That phase of the matter, he said, 
had not been touched upon in any part of his 
voluminous report, and it is but an incident in 
the fight between the corporations which are 
principals in the asphalt war. 


Aid Given to Revolutionists. 

“Shortly after the ‘sequestration’ suit 
had been decided against the New York and 
Bermudez company a revolution broke out 
and it was charged that this company, be- 
cause of its differences with therepublic, had 
fostered and furnished funds for the revolu- 
tionists’ cause, said Mr. Calhoun. “A 
civil war was waged for a long time by Gen. 
Matos against President Castro and the 
administration. Then there was a long in- 
vestigation in which it was proved that the 
Bermudez company had paid sums of money 
to be used in the waging of war against the 
government. As a result of this, the Ber- 
mudez people were fined $5,000,000." 

As the company already had been relieved 
of all its tangible property and $200,000 in 
cash in a previous action of the government 
against it, this suit left it little with which 
to operate. One more question, involving 
the title to valuable land which was deeded 
to President Hamilton of the Bermudez com- 
pany by the government, has not yet been 
passed upon by the courts of that country, 
but this slight formality did not prevent the 
government from seizing the land in ques 


tion. 
Difficult Problem to Solve. 

The animosity toward the Bermudez com- 
pany in Venezuela is extremely bitter and 
probably is due to this charge that it took 
part in the war against the government,” 
continued Mr. Calhoun. Its litigation with 
the government is a long story which 1s 
clouded with criminations and recrimina- 
tions. There have been all sorte of charges 
of fraud and corruption on both sides, and 
it wfll be a difficult problem to solve.“ 

The United States government already 
has indicated its desire to submit the ques- 
tion concerning the rights of American in- 
vestors to friendly arbitration, but the 
Venezuelan government never has acted upon 
these overtures. Now, it is expected, con- 
gress will force some sort of action.

ary committee censuring Judge Wilfley of 
the United States court in China. 


Paper Tells of “Call Down.” 


This article declared the president had 
summoned the legislator before him, be- 
rated him for his finding, and refused to allow 
him to explain, punctuating his remarks by 
an unseemly thumping and pounding on the 
executive desk, as well as by strong words 
and a vigorous tone. Mr. Willianis wanted 
the house to investigate this story in order 
to ascertain whether or not the president 
had encroached upon the privileges of a 
committee of congress. 2 

In calling attentlon to the matter Mr. 
Wunams said that it was a part of the funda- 
mental law that no representative of the peo- 
ple shall be called to account for any vote, 
utterance, or report made in his capacity as a 
representative.

FEAR USE OF DYNAMITE. 


Governor Reports That Foreign- 
ers Have Assumed Threat- 
ening Attitude. | 


Washington, D. C., March 27.—[Special.J— | 


Federal troops have been dispatched to the 
Treadmill mines in Alaska, where the miners’ 
Strike threatens to assume dangerous pro- 
portions. 


This was done today on the permission of 


Secretary Taft after he had received a mes- 
Sage that 800 striking miners, most of them 
foreigners, were possessed of ten cases of 
dynamite, and with a desire to destroy prop- 
erty were threatening the mine owners. 


Governor Sends an Appeal. 

The message was from acting Gov. Hog- 
gatt of the territory. The secretary imme- 
diately ordered Gen. Bush, commanding the 
department of Columbia, to take any action 
he thought necessary for the preservation 


| of peace, and the latter sent one company 


of infantry to the scene of the disturbanee. 

In his telegram requesting troeps, the 
acting governor says: 

“Miners at Treadwell, 800 strong, are 
on a strike. The majority are foreigners, 
not speaking or understanding the English 
language. 

“Supt. Kinzie reports that two cases of 
dynamite have been stolen by unknown 
persons. He fears the destruction of the 
Treadwell properties and thinks the civil 
authorities will be unable to afford protec- 
tion. 

Civil Authorities Powerless. 

United States marshals and deputig¢s who 
have personally investigated the conditions 
report the situation is grave and serious, and 
have ample proof to that effect. Should the 
strikers make an attack, the marshal as- 
serts, his forces would be inadequate to de- 
fend the wines. 

“The civil authorfties at Treadwell and 
Douglas are making an urgent appeal for 
protection. I retommend that available 
troops be dispatched immediately from Fort 
Seward to Treadwell to protect property and 
prevent loss of life. I believe if this is done 
the threatened trouble will be avoided.”

George Packard Says It Will 
Damage Property Abutting. 


URGES LINK ON ‘SURFACE. 


Commercial Club Plan of Advantage 
to Only.a Few People. 


Attorney George Packard, First National 
Bank building, hag written a letter to Tac 
TRIBUNE protest! against the plan of an 
elevated boulevard connection between the 
north and south sides. In the course of the 
letter he says: 


For something like a year an organized 
and determined effort has been made by 
certain influential gentlemen connected witht 
the Commercia! club to force public sent!- 
ment in favor of dh elevated boulevard or 
viaduct.in Michigan avenue, commencing at 
Randolph street, rising to a height of sever- 
teen feet, continuing across the river on a 
double decked bridge, and gradually coming 
to the surface far up on the north side. 

For the whole length of this viaduct 
there would be no traffic connection withany 
cross street. mr a words, it is for through 
traffic only—a-bridge for nearly a mile of 
streets as well as for the river. 


Gain to a Few Property Owners. 


‘“* Undoubtedly the property near the foot 
of this bridge would be much enhanced in 
value by the necessary coming~to-the-sur- 
face ot the through traffic at that point, as 
certain gentlemen connected with the Com- 
mercial club commif#ee well understand. 
This resulting special increase in value, too, 
would be entirely at the expense of those 
who are so unfortunate as to abut on the 
viaduct, who would be roundly taxed for the 
structure and who would have a positive loss 
and injury to sustain on account of the pres- 
ence of the ugly and generally useless thing. 

“The plan as at present urged by the dis- 
tinguished architect in the employ of tes 
Commerial club committee proposes a fur- 
ther infliction on the property owners on the 
west side of Michigan avenue, on whom, of 
course, the heaviest portion of the $7,000,000 
cost of the so-called improvement will be 
sought to be placed. The plan contemplates 
placing the west line of the seventeen foot 
elevation on the east curb line of the present 
Michigan avenue. In other words, it is pro- 
posed to remove all the buildings now on the 
east side of Michigan avenue and in thelr 
place erect this elevated structure, taking 
away from the buildings on the west side all 
benefit of buildings and improvements oppo- 
aite. And the west side bulidings will be, by 
this plan, doomed forever to this present use, 
or a constantly depreciating one. 

“If any one thinks bulidings do aught 
but depreciate with a viaduct in front of 
them let him observe conditions around the 
approaches to the Twelfth street viaduct, 
near the intersection of State street. 


Permanent Connection Needed. 


Muoh is constantly said by the promoters 
of this scheme about the necessity of a con- 
nection that will be permanent. To this 
view every property owner will subscribe. 
But for this reason we are utterly opposed 
to the plan advocated by the Commercial 
club. 

It seems to the property owners—the peo- 
ple who have to pay for this thing—that per- 
manency and beauty are utterly irreconcila- 
ble with elevated causeways. And I feel 
that as seon as the public really understands 
the situation it will array itself with us as 
against the decidedly officious and il) advised 
attitude assumed by this Commercial club 
committee.“ 

Mr. Packard then argues for the surface 
boulevard plan, widening Michigan avenue 
to 100 or 125 feet, at only a fraction of the 
cost of the proposed viaduct, and depressing 
the Chicago and Northwestern tracks on 
the north side of the river six feet, enabling 
the boulevard to go over them with only a 
slight rise. 


FRUIT AND CANDY FOR SALE 
MUST BE COVERED WITH GLASS 


Board of Health Makes New Rules for 
Protection Against All Flying Germs 
and Other Impurities. 


All fruit and confectionery that are ex- 
posed for sale in Chicago will have to be 
covered up under the new rules of the de- 
partment of health. Furthermore, the arti- 
cles for sale must be raised at least twenty- 
four inches from the sidewalks. 

“This precaution of cover 
and confectionery is necessary, said Dr. 
W. A. Evans, commissioner of health. 
Glass cases must cover it when exposed for 
sale in the,.street.’’ 

The ruling applies to all kinds of fruit 
except that which has to be peeled. Bananas, 
oranges, and watermelons, having a natural 
protection, need not be covered. 

Under the new health rules no one can 
keep a cow—even in the First ward, where 
there ig one lobe milcher—without a license. 
And to obtain the license the cow first must 
be submitted to a test to see if it has tuber- 
culosis.

DEATH AT PONTIAC 


Dr. D. W. Graham Says It Was 
Exhaustion That Killed 
the Hamlin Boy.

Ary decide opinion that memders of the 
legislative investigating Committee may have 
formed regarding the true cause of the death 
of Willlam Hamlin in the solitary’ at the 
Pontiac reformatory must have suffered one 
more revision yesterday on hearing the tes- 
timony of Dr. D. W. Graham, the Chicago 
surgeon who operated upon the boy. 

Wille Dr. Graham's testimony in many in- 
s:ances substantiated the suicide theory of 
the reformatory officials, it also was at vari- 
ance with the story of Dr. J. A. Marshall, the 
institution's physician. The physician test 
fied that at least a portion of the injuries sus- 
tained by Hamlin could not have resulted 
from a sidelong leap upon his hands and 
knees, as has been described by the guards. 
He also disagreed, in a measure, with the 
Geath certificate, which gave the cause of 
Hamlin's death as pneumonia, 

Do you believe that surgical pneumonia ’ 
was the proper manner of describing the 
cause of this boy's death in the certificate of 
death?’ demanded Representative Walter I. 
Manny. : 

Well, I don’t know that it would de cus- 
tomary to describe such a death in that man- 
ner, admitted Dr. Graham. Usually more 
of the detalis would have been given. Pneu- 
manta, however, was present.“ 

What would you have given as the cause 
of this boy's death?“ 


Thinks Death Due to Exhaustion. 

“I suppose that exhaustion probably 
caused Hamlin's death," replied Dr. Graham. 

In view of the fact that the boy had been 
hanging in chaths in the solitary almost con- 
tinuously for more than two days previous 
to the time that he sustained the injuries 
which proved fatal, this statement was 
looked upon by the committee as damaging 
evidence against the reformatory officials. 

Dr. Graham paid his respects in extremely 
few words to the four physicians at Quincy 
who testified before the investigating com- 
mittee. When asked as to their statement 
that the ligaments and muscles about the 
spinal column appeared to have been cut 
away, he said it only showed that they 
didn't know anything.”’ 

Those cuts were made, of course, to per- 
mit me to get to the spinal cord,” replied the 
physician. ‘It would have been impossible 
for me to have performed the operation with- 
out making them. For anybody to attach 
significance to them shows that they dont 
know what they are talking about.“ 

The broken coccyx, at the base of the 
spinal column, which was discovered at the 
autepsy at Quincy, Dr. Graham testified, 
could not have resulted from a fall on the 
hands and knees. The other injuries, he said, 
might have resulted frem a fall upon the 
head such as the guards at the reformatory 
said resulted from the boy’s dive upon the 
cement floor of his cell. 


Investigators Going to Chester. 

The session, which was held in Chairman 
John W. Hill's office in the Monadnock buiid- 
ing, probably will be the only hearing to take 
place in Chicago, at least for the present. 
According to the present plans of the com- 
mittee the investigators will descend upon 
the southern Illinols penitentiary for criminal 
ingane at Chester Sunday night. 

If the many charges against guards and 
attendants at Cheater are substantiated, the 
hearings there wil} be the most fruitful of 
any yet held by the committee, Letters re- 
ceived by Mr. Hill contain charges of graft 
in practically every department of the insti- 
tution. Most of them relate to the alleged 
sale of prison made products in violation of 
the law and to the disposition of the funds 
thereby collected. However, none of them 
has been investigated by the committee, and 
Mr. Hill meanwhile is withholding the names 
of the officials accused. 


GRAIN MAN PAYS BOY HE SHOT. 


David G. Schnell Settles with News- 
paper Carrier, Who, He Thought, 
Was Burglar. 


David G. Schnell, member of the board of 
trade and a hay and grain dealer at 407 West 
Randolph street, yesterday agreed to pay 
$4,000 to Robert Thiess, whom he shot Dec. 
23, 1906. 

The boy, who is 16 years old, sued Schnell 
for $25.000 damages, and when the case was 
called before Judge Wright in the afternoon

company has been chosen as chairman of the 
board of directors. Fred W. Upham, .vice 
president of the same company, is president 
of the new concern, and its vice presidents 
are George F. Getz, president of the Globe 
Coal company, and John T. Connery, presi- 
dent of the Miami Coal company. 

The retail business done by the four coal 
concerns is approximately $15,000,000 «a 
year. The value of the personal property in 
the transfer to be made on April 1 is placed 
at $850,000, and. thé value of the land 1 
$1,350,000. The combine will have 800 teams 
and storage facilities for 500,000 tons. 

Those at the head of the new company de- 
clare the combination is not for the purpose 
of freezing out the smaller dealers, but 
simply as a matter of economy in the cost of 
delivery. 

Effects on Retail Sales. 

Customers of all the companies in the new 
concern will receive notices today advising 
them of the transfer of business and asking 
patronage for the new company. The com- 
bine, it is declared, will not affect the whole- 
sale car and vessel business conducted by 
the separate companies. 

The offices of the City Fuel company will 
be on the sixteenth. floor of the American 
Trust and Savings bullding now occupied by 
the Peabody company, which before the end 
of the month will move to the floor above.

REVIEWS OF CURRENT PUBLICATIONS BY ELIA W. PEATTIE. 


PROF. GILBERT'S WORK ON 


4 4 NTERPRETATION OF THE BTBIR: 
A Short History,” by Dr. George H. 
Gilbert, formerly professor in the 
Chicago T seminary (The 
Macmillans), is a book of a good 
deal more general interest than one might 
imagine from the title. The history of 
the bible itself, how it came to be, what it is, 
its preservation in the world, its translation 
into the various languages, ite influence on 
human history, and so forth, is one thing: 
the history of the various ways in which it 
has deen interpreted and generally under- 
stood, is quite another matter. Prof. au- 
bert, who is one of the most erudite and com- 
petent of American scholars, has shown, and 
with admirable directness and lucidity of 
statement, what changes there have been in 
the modes of biblical interpretation in the 
several periods, ancient, medieval, and mod- 
ern. 

The history of a word, says Coleridge, ts 
often more interesting and significant than 
the history of a campaign, but this is espe- 
cially true of the history of the interpretation 
of such a word as that of the bible itself. But 
this field of history has been neglected—in- 
deed, says Dr. Gilbert, the English language 
has but one original work on the subject. 
And this practically omits one of the most 
essential parts of such a history, that of the 
interpretaffon of the Old Testament in the 
New. In tracing this significant line of his- 
tory the author makes these divisions of his 
subject: Classical Jewish interpretation of 
the Old Testament; Philo of Alexandria as in- 
terpreter ofthe Old Testament; the Old Testa- 
ment interpreted in the New; scripture inter- 
pretation from Clement to Ireneus; the Alex- 
andrian type of exegesis; the Syrian type; in- 
terpretation in the middle ages; by the re- 
formers; in the seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries; and the scientfic era of biblical in- 
terpretation at the present time. 

Philo’s method was purely allegorical. The 

material everywhere was the shadow of the 
spiritual. The world itself was a kind of 
infinite parable. In the Hebrew language 
there are no root-terms to express abstract 
ideas. Every student of the literary cher- 
acteristics of the bible is impressed with the 
vividness with which all ideas are visualized 
to the imagination. So, as that great Greek- 
Jew Philo reasoned, the Hebrew scripture as 
a whole was a kind of composite metaphor— 
an immense, and to him infinitely interest- 
ing, allegory. Quite different from this was 
the mode of interpretation adopted later, 
and known as the classical Jewish, or Tal- 
mudic, utterly literalistic and inspired to 
the last letter. Then followed in succession 
other types of exegesis, which are here de- 
scribed, as that of Clement and Ireneus, the 
Alexandrian, the Syrian, that of the middle 
ages, that of the reformers, that which pre- 
valled in more recent times, the “ infaliibii- 
tic.“ and that which is now termed the 
„ scientific’ or historical.“ In this con- 
nection mention is made of the romance of 
the spade,” the uncovering of long-buried 
civilizations in the valleys of the Nile and of 
the Euphrates, as having its part toward the 
new and larger understanding of the biblical 
White Prof. Gilbert 
claims that the new method is indeed scien- 
tific, he is frank enough to admit that none 
who employs it is wholly free from prejudice 
and bias; neither are they trained to the 
needed largeness and clearness of view.“ The 
terms “ inspiration "’ and “ revelation "’ still 
have their deep meaning, though not exact- 
ly their old meaning, not the iess essential- 
ly divine, because so much more freely 
human. 

Prof. Gilbert would have added essentially 
to the value of his work had he taken pains in 
the positive and constructive way to show 
what according to his view inspiration 
really is as well as merely what it is not. 
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No matter how crowded the library shelves 
or how overburdened the table there is al- 
Ways room for a book of short stories, and 
especially if they are of the characteg of 
Agnes and Egerton Castles new book, 
“THE FLOWER O’ THE ORANGE (the 
Macmillan company). There is a generous 
number of the stories, which will be read 
just because they are short stories and are 
good. They have the charm and fancy of 
the old pictures of almost two centuries ago, 
which seem made for a background of 
dreams. For they tell the tales of those 
days when men, though brusque, were kind 
at heart and maids fair to captivate their 
souls by a laugh, a ready word, or a dress 
worn with ease. They are concerne@ with 
no weightier problems, these stories, than 
how our cavalier hall get his next meal or 
see the fair lady, or how the lady herself 
shall end her days of virginal carelessness. 
But of. problems there are enough in these 
days. It is well to read of the times when 
such were not, at least in the pages of ro- 
mance. | 


The Duke Litta’s “THE HEART OF A 
PRIEST” (Doubleday, Page & Co.) can 
hardly be called bitter, yet it is the book of 
a man who has a grudge against the Italian 
clergy, either from personal experience or 
through aympathy with another. But even 
though conditions here are so different, it is 
not a thing unheard of the lengths to which 
astute propagandists will carry their means 
to obtain what to them is, for the time being, 
the desired end. At least they work with the 
material placed in their way with no thought 
of giving the control, or even the direction, 
of a human soul into other hands. In the 
ease hypothecated in this story the materia! 
is a child, the offepring of a loveless mar- 
riage and the heir to uncurbed sensuality on 
both sides. He is nevertheless nobly born,

be possessed of a religious temperament, an 
exceptionally quick and inquisitive mind, 
and a hatred, genuine and deep, for the signs 
of riotous living he sees all about him. 

The first part of the bork is the story of 
this child’s illusions, of ns child’s life and 
teaching at the hands of the monks, of the 
overworking of his religious inclinations, of 
the stifling of all natural emations, did they 
in any way conflict, in the eyes of his pre- 
ceptors, with his vocation—all this training 
that he might become one of themselves.

and we are frankly and thoroughly ſuterest- 
ed, though our feelings must be those of the 
author, who doubtless felt that protest was 


impotent, but it was a good thing to speak | 


out one’s soul, to enlarge upon one’s sense of 
wrongs done him or his. 


The days of Louis XVI. seem particularly 
suited for the setting of aromahce. It was 
the time of beautiful women. court ladies, 
and handsome, spruce cavaliers, or else, if 
they were of the opposition, the hardy, fear- 
less men who upheld the banner of the peo- 
ple. “THE LADY OF THE MOUNT” has 
all the romantic glamor of the age and the 
more substantial worth of a story written to 
please. It is as charming a romance as the 
most exacting taste could hope to find. It 
stirs our blood with the hazards of the plot, 
and fascinates with its vivacity. Mr. Fred- 
erte Isham has written skillfully, and the 
story of a girl's unbidden love runs forth in 
its simple way. For the lady of the Mount 
had been one of the court ladies, and since 
childhood. betrothed to a man of noble birth. 
The marquis made himself agreeable, he was 
handsome and gallant, and the girl made no 
active opposition to the marriage.

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President of Central Union Says 
Situation Is Improving. 


UNITING COMPETING LINES. 


Activity in Oak Park Common a Feat- 
ure of Local Trading. 


According to L. G. Richardson, president 
of the Central Union Telephone company, 
the independent telephone situation as the 
company meets it in Ohlo, Indiana, and II- 
nols is showing some improvement. The Cen- 
tral Union is a subsidiary of the American 
Bell-Telephone company, and has had what 
may be regarded as flerce competition in the 
territory named. 

This competition has bétn so aggressive 
that President Richardson says the Central 
Union Telephone company has not been mak- 
ing returns on the investment for the last 
twelve years and it cannot expect to make 
any returns whatever until rates are raised, 
though it will never be necessary to fix those 
rates at a figure greater than the public will 
be able to pay for the service rendered. 


Consolidating with Independents. 

Speaking further of the situation, Mr. 
Richardson says: 

Three years ago, whemthe independents 
had so much the better “of us in numbers 
(approximately three to one) it was not diffi- 
cult for them to secure permission for an 
increase, but today the people are learning 
that a duplication of telephone systems in 
one city, though both operated at losing 
prices, makes the cost to the subscfiber more 
than it would be if fair Nving rates were 
paid’ to one company, to say nothing of the 
annoyances of two telephones. This has 
brought about a desire on the part of many 
of the independent companies, always with 
the hearty approval of the public, for con- 
solidation at competing points,.and as a 
result we have effected consolidations of 
competing plants at the following places.”’ 

Here follows a list of thirty-eight towns in 
Ohio, Illinois, and Indiana where such con- 
solidations have been effected. The number 
of stations totals 6,582, and the number of 
stations now reached in place of those given 
up totals 28,249. 


One Thing Needed. 

Finally, Mr. Richardson says of the out- 
look of the country telephone business: 

To sum up the situation but one thing Is 
now necessary to put your company upon a 
paying basis. The rates for telephone serv- 
ice at our exchanges must be raised to a 
point where the revenue will permit of a 
greater expenditure for maintenance of 
plant, and then furnish a fair return upon 
the investment. This has been impossible 
owing to the competitive conditions which 
are not equaled in the territory of any other 
telephone company in the country. We 
shall continue our endeavor to congolidate 
and unify the exchange systems. Such uni- 
fication will result in the willingnese on the 
part of the public to pay rates that will not 
only permit the company to live but wu.il 
also give us a fair return so long as we fur- 
nish an acceptable service. 

The independent companies recognize 
this as fully as we do; but in almost all cases 
they have so overcapitalized themselves by 
issuing stock for which no money was paid 
and building their plants out of bonds 8014 
at much less than their face value, and these 
stocks and bonds have been so widely dis- 
tributed through the efforts of the promoters 
and through the payment of dividends which 
were not earned, but in truth came out of the 
property, that in many cases it seems an im- 
possibility to effect consolidation until 
through the processes of the court the water 
has been squeezed out of their capitaliza- 
tion.’
